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VERY country has its own pecniiar 
cuisine, more or less sophisticated, 
aisbedinn to its stage of civilisatian, 

and the amount of attention paid to matters of 
the table, and the favourite dishes of one 
nation are often unpalatable to people of | 
another. Yet, if we would consent to be less 
insular, less provincial, less parochial, and 
would try to suppress our unreasoned pre- 
judices a little, we could find in the cookery 
of most civilised countries dishes which would 
lend spice and variety—not to say novelty and 
adventure—to the monotonies of our native 
diet. 

Just at first, certainly, there must be some 
selection, lest the gastronomic explorer have 
too rude a shock, and such selection must be 
made not merely among different preparations 
of food, but among nations. It is probable 
that the indigenous diets of Kamtschatka or 
Central Africa would be difficult to stomach, 
whereas in places less remote, and among 
peoples more akin to ourselves, it is easy to 
find nice things to eat. 

In the elaborate cuisine of highly cultured 
and advanced little Denmark, for example, 
there are very few dishes to which even the 
most insular of us could take exception—not 
that I would advise my reader to begin with 
soured cabbage soup or beef stewed with 
cucumbers, sugar, and vinegar, or even carp 
with sweet whipped cream. All of them, “of 
course, are delightful when one is used to 
them, besides being as scientifically sound 
combinations as any of our own food-com- 
sounds. But there is hardly more than a 
little pleasurable novelty in such typically 
Danish dishes as Rodgrod, Renlose Fugle 
(boneless birds), or Rensdyr-Steg. The nursery 
will certainly accept with acclamation 
Rodcrod, that commonest of plain, wholesome, 
family puddings all over Scandinavia, Here 
is the simple recipe :— 

Ingredients—One pint of fruit juice, prefer- 
ably red currant or raspberry, or a mixture of 
both, one pint of water, half a pound of sugar, 
four tablespoontuls of farina, or, if you have 
not got this, of cornflour. 

Method—Bring the sugar, water, 
boil, mix the farina or 
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and fruit 
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cormopour in 


juice to 
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a little water, and add to the boiling fruit 
syrup. Stir until thick, and pour into a 
mould to cool. 

It is generally eaten with thick sour cream, 
but sweet cream, whipped or not according 
} to taste, will do equally well. 

‘Boneless birds’’ are just nice thin pieces 
of beef-fillet, or even of tender steak. You 
must stew them all over one side, with very 
finely minced kidney-suet, and a dust of salt, 
gingér and nutmeg. Then spread on the suet a 
layer of sausage—pork sausage is best—meat. 
Next roll up each piece of beef into little 
oval bundles, and tie them up with thread. 
Grease your stewpan, preferably with goose 
fat, which lends a fine flavour—but beef 
dripping will do—and after flouring them well, 
place your little “ birds” to brown nicely. 

After half an hour add about a gill of stock, 
bouillon, or just hot water, and let your rolls 
of meat simmer gently (they must not boil) 
for at least an hour longer. When they are 
dished, thicken the liquor they were cooked 
in. and pour it around them. Naturally, you 
must remove the binding thread before send- 
ing to table. A thick sance of cranberries or 
of prunes is a pleasant addition. 

Reindeer flesh is not easily procurable in 
this country, unless at a price rohibitive for 
any but “' profiteers,”’ although it is cheap 
in Denmark. The flavour is, to my mind, 
much more delicate and agreeable than that 
of ordinary venison. They used to serve it 
before the big war at a shilling a portion 
in the big students’ restaurant off Kongens- 
gade, Kjobenhavn. Alas! those times are 
gone for ever. 

Danish cake and tarts of that time were 
something that now you meet only in dreams. 
You went ifto a pastry-cook’s and gave your 
order. Soon you had before you a cup of 
steaming chocolate, floating great blobs of 
whipped cream on its surface, and a thumping 
slice of turban-cake, honey. cake, apple- 
almond-cake, or a dozen of others, generally 
piled with a snow of whipped cream or mer- 
ingue, and all for fifty ore, or about sixpence 
halfpenny.

Proposals 
further large developments are in hands, and 
immediate action is essential. 

That’ with the development which may be 
expected: in Dublin call district in the im- 
mediate future, the demands for power will 
increase. rapidly, and, failing the Liffey 
scheme, a great deal of money will need to 
be sunk in the existing steam stations. There 
will be ho question of standing still—addi- 
tional power must be provided either from 
imported coal or from water. 

he City Electrical Engineer has reported 
very definitely that, owing to the continuous 
trouble: experienced at Pigeon House Works, 
he is not prepared to tecommend any further 
large power developments on that site. 

Mcdern practice in power supply is all in 
the direction of centralisation and unification, 
and the time is now rips for the initation of 
a scheme for supplying. power from one 
common source to al! the power users in 
Dublin and district. 

That there is an inherent weakness in all 
Irish sieat-power supply schemes, inasmuch 
as they depend a!most entirely on imported 
coal. 

That if the Lifley water power were utilised 
is would involve a saving. of 70,000 tons oi 
coal per annum. ‘This in ‘itself would mean 
a saving of a capital sum of £2,000,000 
sterling. 

HIGH COST OF LOCAL LABOUR. 

Mr. Buchi,; the Committee’s report pointed 
out, estimates the cost.oí the local work on 
twice pre-war costs for labour and materials. 
The powér-house equipment cost is based on 
the actual tenders of two of the leading manu- 
facturers of such oe He points out 
that the present costs of labour and materials 
in this couátry are very much. higher than in 
other European countries, where the prices 
are now only 80 per cent. over pre-war. He 
anticipates that by the time the actual. work 
will be carried out prices will have dropped 
to the general European level. He also pre- 
supposes that political conditions will have 
returned to normal. 

NOT MUCH LOWER IN PRICE. 

Mr. Buchi estimates the cost. of energy from 
the Liffey, when the scheme shall have been 
fully developed, at 0.57d. per unit. Taking 
into account the capital charges on the exist- 
ing steam station, and the cost gf running 
same for peak loads, he works out the cost 
per unit at 0.74d. The. cost of generating 
electricity: at. the Corporation Works for the 
year 1921-22 was yo pee unit. 

The City Electrical. Engineer estimates that 
the utilisation of the Liffey water-power will 
produce electricity at a figure lower than the 
cost of steam-power, but not very-substantially 
lower.. In discussing and comparing costs it 
must. be noted that the generating cost 1s 
uite a different thing from the selling cost. 

e cost of distribution and management. and 
the capital.costs constitute a much bigger item 
than the mere production. working costs. 

THREE YEARS’ WORK. 

Mr. Buchi estimates. that the preliminary 
work, and the acquiring of the necessary 
rights and the necessary land, «will take 18 
months, and that the actual carrying out of 
the work “will. take a further 18 months. 
Three years will thus be needed for the carry- 
ing through of the ms 

n their goneral conclusions and recom 
mendations, the Committee state that it would

That the Government be requested to push 
forward the trial pits and borings in Bishop 
Land, and to facihtate the Geological Survey 
Department in accumulating accurate par- 
ticulars of. the geological features of the Liffey 
basin around and above Poulaphouca. 

That the Government should be requested 
ta instal rain gauges and flow gauges at the 
necessary points in the Liffey’ basin. . 

That the Government be asked to finance 
the Liffey power scheme. 

That the Government be requested to at 
once provide the lJeyislative facilities necessary 
ior the acquiring of lands, wayleaves, and 
other rights for the Liffey project, and for the 
facilitating of co-operation between the 
various authorities interested in the project. 

Vhat the Electricity Supply Committee be 
empowered to expend a further £5,000 on the 
furtherance of the Liffev project. 

That the Committee be empowered to re- 
tain the services of Mr. Buchi.

The Free’ State’ $ Roads. 


The public will welcome the Commission 
of Reconstruction’s interim report on the 
repair of roads. It is the first sign of 
life that the Commission has shown, and 
it contains the first practical proposals 
that anybody has formulated to prevent 
the danger of unemployment on a large 
scale. Before winter comes many thousands 
of citizens of the Free State will be idle— 
perhaps, as many as thirty or forty 
thousand. The State must support them 
by means either of profitable work or of 
the unprofitable dole. This report sets 
forth a plan which would find work for 
10,500 men, at a cost of some £1,637,000, 
during a period of twelve months. The 
work would be. of the first national im- 
portance and the cost would be met partly 
by new county rates and partly by a grant 
from the Government, which has the motor 
tax at its disposal for this purpose and 
could make savings in other directions. 
There are 46,500 miles of roads in the 
Free State; but the Commission Has con- 
sidered in this interim report only the 
trunk and main roads, which are reckoned 
at 8.030 miles. Many of these trunk and 
main roads are unfit to carry heavy traffic, 
and less than one half of them are steam- 
rolled. The Commission’s plan contem- 
plates not only the strengthening and 
repair of such roads, but the easing af 
corners and gradients, and other improve- 
ments which would make them safer for 
motor traffic. The. whole work might 
occupy eight or ten years, but could be

Sirn.—There are a few remarks that one 
might make on the Rev. J.. F. Anderson's 
letter. In the first place, the late Primate 
used the expression, “the whole Church of 
God,”’ not the whole Church of Ireland, as 
Mr. Anderson seems to narrow it. Secondly, 
Mr. Anderson seems to have overlooked the 
legislation of a few years past when it was 
enacted that, if a Diocesan Synod does not 
elect (with a two-thirds majority of both 
orders), then the Bench of Bishops have un- 
trammelled power of election. 

I have always understood that our laymen 
1» baptised members of the whole Church, 
and that our clergy are likewise clergy of 
the Catholic Church. To suppose that only 
the parishes and dioceses are represented, in 
the Diocesan Synod, and not the whole 
Church, is illogical. The bishops, by a 
majority, must be satisfied of the bishop- 
elect’s fitness. If the bishops. in Mr. 
Anderson's opinion, are fitter representatives 
oi the Universal Church—though, Mn reality, 
they have just as much connection with it 
as the presbvters and laity, and more 
here, then, they make the opinion of the 
Universal Church felt; and if, in the 
opinion of some, appointments have been 
made in the past that were not the best, it 
the Synods only who are to blame, 
all, “the best is the enemy of the

BIG INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 


The British Board of Trade returns issued 
yesterday show that exports ‘uring May 
reached £71,554,864, the highest total this 
year, being an increase of £8,689,000 over 
April and £4,500,000 better than January, 
the previous best month. This figure ex- 
ceeds anything recorded since January, 1921. 

Meantime, import values have increased to 
£89,478,996, and on balance our trade shows 
an improvement on April of over £5,500,000. 
Compared with April 1, increased export 
values have been :—Food, drink and tobacco, 
£627, nearly 20 p.c.; raw materials. 
£:2,525,000, nearly 20 p.c.; manufactured 
articles, £5,880,000, approximately 124 p.c 

Lancashire is again responsible for 
main part of the increase i manufactured 
exports. Cotton goods exported 
from £13,229,000 to 217,046,000. and 
woollen goods from £4,080,000 to £5,158,000. 
There was an increase, also compared with 
the preceding month, of nearly £1,250,000 in 


iron and steel exports, excluding a £500,000 


increase in machinery. Chemical and dye 


exports, too, increased by £500,000. 
t's. heading of vehicles exported, there was, 
however. a p.c. drop from £5,655,000 to

CHANGES INVOLVE.

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SYSTEMS COMPARED.

There was a feeling among some members 
of the Bar yesterday that the proposed 
changes in the country’s legal system would 
seriously affect their interests. As a greats 
deal of the legal business which as present is 
being transacted. in Dublin will be done in 
the Circuit Courts throughout the country, 
barristers will become more or less local 
practitioners, and the Central Bar in Dublin 
will thereby, according to one of its members, 
become greatly weakened in power and in- 
fluence. 

Civil Bill appeals, which formed a large 
proportion of the business at the Assizes, 
must henceforth be heard in Dublin, and 
this will entail no little inconvenience to 
litigants, who must bring their witnesses, 
even in small cases, to the capital. This Civil 
Bill appeal, which originated in the 18th 
century, is a form of litigation peculiar to 
Ireland, and has no counterpart in England. 

Solicitors practising in Dublin, mee this 
gentleman, would lose a considerable part of 
their business, and country solicitors would 
be the gainers. The new conditions might 
lead to the amalgamation of the two branches 
of the legal EN sir ds 

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

It is interesting to trace the changes that 
have taken place in the country's legal system 
during the last fifty years. Before , the 
passing of the Supreme Court of Judicature 
(Ireland) Act, 1877, the Irish Judicial estab- 
lished consisted of— 

The High Court of Chancery, presided 
over by the Lord Chancellor. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench, presided 
over by the Lord Chief Justice of Ireland. 

The Court of Common Pleas, presided 
over by its own Lord Chief Justice, and 

The Court of Exchequer, presided over 
by the Lord Chief Baron. 

There was also a High Court of Admiralty 

and a Probate Court, each with one judge, 
and a Landed Estates Court and a Court of 
3ankruptcy, each with two judges. Since 
then Acts have been passed which consohi- 
dated into the Supreme Court of Judicature 
all these Courts. The Lord Chancellorship, 
which carried with it a salary of £6,000 a 
vear, has been abolished. 
" The Supreme Court now consists of the 
High Court of Justice and the Court of 
Appeal in Southern Ireland. The Chancery 
Division is presided over by the Lord Chief 
Justice (Right. Hon. T .F. Molony), whose 
salary is £5,000 a year, the other judges 
being the Master of the Rolls, who receives 
£4000. and two justices, one of whom pre- 
sides in the Land Court, their salary being 
£3.500 a year each 

The King’s Bench Division is presided over 
by the Lord Chief Justice. with four other 
justices, who receive £3,500 a vear each. In 
the Court of Appeal two. Lords Justices 
(Ronan and O'Connor) sit with the Lord 
Chief Justice, and each receives £4,000 a 
vear. 

" "There are, therefore, at present nine judges 
of the High Court, whose total salaries 
amount to £34.500. 

SAVING OF £12,000. 

Under the proposed legislation there will 
be only six judges in the Nigh Court, includ- 
ing the President. Five of these will be paid 
£2,500 a year, and the President £25,000. In 
the Supreme Court of Appeal there will be 
two judges at £5,000. ana the President at 
£4,000. The total of their salaries will be 
£22 500, so that there will be a saving here 
of approximately £12,000, in addition to the 
£6.000 which the Lord Chanceilor drew. 

At present there are thirteen County Court 
Judges in the twenty-six counties—excluding 
the Recorders of Dublin {£2.400), Cork 
(£2,000), and Galway (£1,500)—and their 
total salaries amount to £18,000. The Judiciary 
Committee recommend the appointment of eight 
Circuit Judges to do the work hitherto per- 
formed by the County Court Judges, at a 
salary of £1,500 each. Their total salaries 
vould be £12,000, as against £18,000. That 
would mean a saving approximately of £6,000. 
The Cireuit Judges would .hav crs 
than the County Court Judges.

The Russian crisis, so: Íar as Great

The exchange oi Notes has cleared the 
air, and from the tone oí Lord Curson s 
reply, issued last night, it would seem 
that the Soviet Government has not per- 
sisted in the truculent attitude it assumed 
at the beginning.

DEMAND FOR RELEASE.

Last night, at a public meeting in the Man- 
House, Dublin—which resolved to de- 
mand tite immediate release of the prisoners— 
Captain White, one of the speakers, con- 
demned the use of arms by Republicans in 
the recent trouble. He aroused the ire of a 
section of the gathering. and many of his re- 
marks were drowned in an uproar of cat- 
calls, jeering, and hissing. 

Mrs. Despard presided, and resolutiens were 
passed to the following effect :— 

“That the meeting demand, in the name 
of peace, justice, and common sense, that, 
there being no longer a state of war, all of 
the 15,000 prisoners be immediately rcleased.”’ 

“That the secretary of the meeting be 
directed to send a copy of the resolution to 
the Presidents of the Senate and the Dail, 
and also to General Mulcahy.” 

“Seeing that it is a vital necessity that 
the will of the people shall be ascertained 
and expressed, and that this cannot be done 
when thousands of persons are deprived of 
citizen rights. the meeting demand that 
arrangements should be made to keep the re- 
gister open, so that all persons who Fad been 
deprived by the state of war from registering 
their names should have an oppcrtunity of 
claiming their votes."' 

At the call of Mrs. Despard, the meeting 
passed a vote of condolence to the wife and 
relatives of the late Dr Ferran. 

Mrs. Despard said that théy must demand 
imperatively the immediate release of the 
prisoners. No election could be valid under 
the circumstances. Let them be Unionists, 
Free Staters, or Republicans, they were all 
weary of war and of the awful strife. When 
they spoke of peace, they did not mean a 
baseless surrender or subjection. Peace would 
come, but only when they got. liberty first 
and justice afterwards. 

Mrs. Gonne MacBride proposed the first 
resolution. Speaking of peace, she said that 
Mr. De Valera’s order to cease fire had been 
obeyed with marvellous discipline. (Loud 
applause.) If they allowed the continued 
detention, the Irish would pass before the 
world as a nation of slaves. .Complaining of

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LORD CU RZON’S SUCCESS

The Foreign Ofhce is to be congratulated 
on the outcome of the correspondence with 
the Soviet Government. In the face of drffi- 
cult political conditions Lord Curzon has dis- 
played beth patience and firmness, and has 
achieved a very satisfactory measure of suc- 
cosa. ‘he .

They have 
transferred the mischievous agent, Raskolni- 
koff, from Kabul to a post farther removed 
from British territory, and Shumiatsky is 
only permitted to. remain at Teheran on 
aitflerance. They give an ‘‘ expanded under- 
taking’ to vefrain from all hostil~ action or 
propaganda agains: Britain—an undertaking 
which is mutual. 

There will certainly be no difficulty for 
the British Gevernment in abstaining from 
propaganda oi the Bolshevist species. This’! 
country is not inf the habit of intriguing | 
among foreign peoples on their own territory 
against their own Government. The Foreign 
Office, while not wholly breaking with the 
policy of the Coalition Government, has now 
shown a refreshing vigour and resolution in 
dealing with a Government which has dis- 
played special enmity towards the British 
Empire.

The Statute 
law dealing with proof of ‘marriage was» the 
same from 1902 to the present moment, There 
were 350 places in ‘ Masachusetts where

MRS. ETHEL WHITE'S EXAMINATION. 
Mrs. Ethel White, daughter of the late Mr. 
Croker, answering Mr. Jellett, said that she 
was married in 1916.. The relations’ between 
herself and ther father down to that period 
were always of a friendly nature, and there 
were no quarrels. After the death of her 
mother her father came to New York in 
October, 1914, and lived at the family resi- 
dence. He was very friendly, and seemed 
moet anxious to make provision for them for 
the future. He wented her to live with lim 
ut Palm. Beach, ard afterwards at Glencairn. 
She heard of his marriage three or four days 
hefore the event. After the quarrel arose 
with her brother over the trust the witness, 
in 1919, went to Palm Beach and had an 
interview with her father in the presence of 
ver husband and Mrs. Croker. i had not, 
ghe said, manw opportunities oí speaking to 
him privately, but one day he said, '' This 
is a nice way Richard treated me.” He said 
that he had been robbing him. ‘Jhe witness 
said that they were very serious charges, and 
asked if he had investigated them. He said 
that he had not investigated the charges, but 
that his wife toid him, adding, ' Shé manages 
all my business; she is a smart woman.” 
Dealing with the incident in the Savoy 
Hotel in 1919, the witness said that she asked 
her father who he would appoint as trustee 
instead of Richard, who had offered to resign. 
Her father said that Richard could not resign, 
aa he should give an account of his steward. 
shin before he wesigned, and Mrs.” Croker 
entered the room very much excited, She 
said that they had come there to create

employment. Accompanied by his wife, he 
came to Monkton in April. 1015, and they 
were with her until June, The witness spoke 
to the lady several times, as she was living 
half a block away in the house of a Mr. Allen. 
In June of that year the witness closed her

to sympath with her on the death of her 
husband, which occurred very euddenly. She 
west sew her at Saratoga Springs in June, 
1920.

Waa there anything pecaliar about Mrs. 
Croker's method of walking’—Yes: she had a 
peculiar gait.

Have you seen this same lady in court’— 
Yes, many times: She is the sane lady as I 
knew in Monkton. . She has not changed any- 
thing. and today she looks more like what 
she was in Monttton than she lodked at Sara- 
toga Springs. 

Is that lady Mrs. Croker '— Yes, she ia. 

lieve vou any doubt abont the identity of 
‘his lady'—None whatever. Mrs. Croker and 
Mr. Marone are one and the same. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Lynch on the subject of an interview that Mr. 
MeCahill had with ber in May, 1920. She said 
that she thought Mr; McCahill had ‘been sent 
to see her. Mrs. Mcliroy wis present at the 
interview. She did not recall what McCahill 
said when he came in.

Mra. Kathleen Mclirov stated thi she wax 
a native of Montreal, but had been living for 
many years in Monkton. She was married in 
1920. She was in Monkton in 1913, in the 
spring, and was away irom there in August 
and part of September. She was emploved as 
book-keeper and saleswoman in the millinery 
shop of J. J. McDonnell and Co., and was 
vorking there iu 1915. - 

Mr. aJellett, K.GQ.—Was there a Mr. Guy 
PR. Marone working in the same business "— 
Yes. He was not in the department where I 
wae—he was in the workroom. 

Was anyone to your knowledge living with 
him 7--Yes, Mrs. Marone, his wife. I met her 
a good many times. I also met her a good 
many times in September as wel! as in April.

Do you remember when you last gaw her in 
Monkton ?—I saw her on Saturday, 15th Sept- 
ember, 1913, and I sew her during the week.

Do you acinit that the evidence you have 
given here in this court differs from the 
evidence you gave at Palm Beach?

Mr. Jellett closed his case. 

Serjeant Hanna then submitted on behalf 
of Mrs. Bula Croker that there was no evi- 
dence that wndue’ influence had been brought 
to bear on Mr. Richard Croker of either of 
the two classes of fraud pleaded by Mrs. 
White, or that Mrs. Croker was married to 
Guy B. Marone. i 

A DIFFICULT CASE. , 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., referring to the question 
of law as to the alleged marriage of the de 
fendant, Mrs. Croker, to Guy R. Marone, 
referred his lordship to reported cases with a 
view to showing that in cohabitation and 
repute there was the etrongest. presumption 


evirlence to controvert. it. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that there was 
no case that he knew of in which the pre 
sumption .had been held in the case of two 
living persons, one of whom repudiated al! 
knowledge of marriage and the other was 
not forthcoming. 

Mr. Jellett said that his lordship would 
find that in one of the cases he referred to: 
the husband denied the mayriage. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he re- 
garded this both in evidence and in law as 
a very difficult branch ofithe case. Whatever 
might be his own view at the moment he 
thought that he had a right to take the 
opinion of the jury, subject, of course, to 
Sergeant Sullivan's objection, upon this issne 
of fraud. He proposed, consequently, in 
addition: to the ordinary pleas and that of 
undue’ influence, to submit t the jury the 
following question subject to any observa- 
tions that he might hear from counsel before 
the time came for him to address the jurv— 
“At the time of the marriage of Richard 
Croker with Mrs. Bula E. Croker, was she 
the lawful wife of Guy R. Marone?’’ Tf that 
was answered in the negative there would 
be no further necessity for any further ques- 
tion on that point. If answered in the 
affirmative then it would be necessary, in his 
lordship’s opinion, for the jury to consider 
the following questions: (2) “At ‘the. 
time of the eaid marriage did. she: know 
that she was the lawfal wife of the said 
Guy Marone?’” (3) “If so, did she 
fraudulently conceal from the said Richard 
Croker the fact that she was at the time of 
her marriage with him the lawful wife of 
the said Guy R. Marone?” (4)-" Was the will 
dated 12th October, 1919, executed by, the 
said. Richard Croker in the belief and-on the 
faith that the said Bula E. Croker was his 
lawful wife?” . 

Mr. Jellett asked his lordship to submit to 
the jury the question—‘‘ Did Mrs. Croker 
and Mr. Marone—bhe pnt iu that wav for 
simplicity—hold themselves out as husband 
and wife and live together as such, and were 
they reputed to be such at Northampton and 
Monkton or either of. those places?” He 
submitted that this was an essential ques- 
tion. The question “that his lordship suv: 
gested that he would’ put-to the jury would 
involve a decidion by them of matters of law:. 
They should be asked, to answer questions “of 


The Lord Chief Justice’ seid his view “was 
against Mr. Jellett’s question in that form. 
What the jury had to find was—Was she, ‘at 
the time of the marriage with: Mr. Croker, 
the lawful wife of Guy R. Marone; that was 
to say, that the ceremonv had actually ‘heen 
performed between her and Guy R. Marone! 

Mr. Jellett referred to the other plea that 
he had filed—Did Mrs. Croker, by false re- 
presentations as to the honesty, loyalty, and 
affection of his children, Richard, Howard 
and Ethel. or any of them, raise prejudice 
in the mind of the said Richard Croker 
against his children! 

The Lord Chief Justice—That entirely de- 
pends on Mrs. Ethel: White’s evidence. 

Mr. Jellett—Surely “not. We had any 
amount of evidence’ here from Richard 
Croker, Howard ‘Croker and Fleming. 

The Lord Chief Justice asked Mr. Jellett 
if his plen would be met by the questions— 
fl) “Tid the said Bula FE. Croker make 
false representations to the said Richard 
Croker as to the honesty, lovalty, and affec- 
tion of his children, Richard, Howard and 
Ethel’’’ (2) “If so, did she make the re- 
presentations for the purpose of raising pre- 
judice in the mind of the said Richard 
Croker against his said children?” (3) “If 
so, did she make the representations know- 
ing, at the time that she made them, that 
they were false?’ (4) “ Was the will of 
tia 12th October, 1919, executed by the said 
Richard Croker in the belief that the said 
representations were true?!’’

MRS. WHITE'S CASE. 

Mr. Hamilton addressed the jury on behalf 
of Mrs. Ethel White. He submittedthat 
Mrs. Bula Croker had a most vital interest 
in the ease.

Against 
the defendant's story they had the evidence 
of witnesses who had no interest whatever in 
the case, and who had told the jury how the 
defendant was living in the house of some of 
them with Marone, who was emploved by 
others of the witnesses. These witnesses had 
not been cross-examined On one incident jn the 
case—they had not been asked how they knew 
the defendant or anything of that kind. They 
had been asked a nnurhber of questions about 
detectives, and sv on—the jury would re- 
member how Mr. Richard. Croker was cross- 
examined about Mr, Carter, described by .Mr. 
wwnch as a spy. Why was there so much 
resentment shown against Mr. Carter—why 
was he called a spy” If people had nothing 
to conceal why should they fear investigation? 
What did they know about. Mrs: Croker? She 
married an old man within six weeks af his 
wife’s death in 1914. And within five years 
of the marriage “Bos”. (Croker the 
millionaire, had nothing, and the, penniless gir! 
whom he married had everything. He was a 
guest in his own house, and his horses—his 
one hobby in life—the horses were handed 
over, and Mrs. Bula Croker made a lease of 
the horses to him so that they might run in 
his name. What was the object of it all! 
The object was to conceal from the fnends 
and relations of the husband what was going 
on. During eight’ years. of -matrimony she 
never left- him for six hours; she. was never 
away from him for a night, Why? Because 
she was afraid that this old man would get 
out of her sight and the spell would be broken 
and that he would make peace with his 
children. In conclusion, counsel asked the 
jury to find against the will, 

CASE FOR THE PLAINTIFF, 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan addressed the jury 
on behalf of the plaintiff, Mr. Richard Croker. 
He said that the jury had to: be satisfied that 
at the time of the execution of the will the 
testaior was of sound mind, memory and 
understanding. To find against that. issue did 
not involve any investigation as to whether or 
not Richard Croker was out of bis mind. 
They had to consider on that issue whether, at 
the time he executed that document, he had 
& sane, sensible appreciation of his property 
and of his moral obligations towards those who 
were to survive him, “Then there was the 
issue! Did’ hé know and approve of the con- 
tents of this will? His own evidence at a 
later period, coupled. with. the evidence of the

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UNDERWRITERS GIVE 
© EVIDENCE. 
——- 
CLOSE OF DEFENDANTS’ 
CASE, 
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The hearing was continued yesterday in the 
King’s Bench Division, London, of the action 
by Mr. Jeremiah Leen against Sir F. Hall 
and other Lloyd's underwriters to recover 
£10,000, under a policy of insurance, in 
respect of the burning, in May, 1921, of 
Ballyheigue Castle, County Kerry. The chief 
defence was that the plaintiff had not dis- 
closed that the castle had been occupied by 
Crown Forces. and used to intern Sinn Fein 
prisoners. 

Further witnesses for the defence included 
Mr. H. A. Krailing, a fire assessor, who spoke 
to matters of value, and in cross-examination 
said that in 1921 it was difficult to sell castles 
in Ireland at any figure. 

Mr. R. W. Roytance, underwriting member 
of Lloyd's, deposed that he haill this risk 
on Mav 25, and he was not told of the 
occupation of the castle by Crown Forces, or 
of its use for the interning of Sinn Fein 
prisoners. He would have declined to enter- 
tain the risk if he had been so iniormed. 

Cross-examined, he did not acquaint himself 
with the state of affairs in ns before 
accepting the risk.

STRIKE,

CURFEW ADVOCATED. 
From Ovr Spetrar CORRESPONDENT, 

WATERFORD, Wednesday. 

In the outrages reported from various dis- 
tricts of the affected area to-day there is evi- 
dence of strong feeling between the strikers 
and their employers. To the use of the gun 
in ambushes have been added the terror of 
the match and other outrages which will tend 
to make the lot of the farmers anything but 
comforiable. 

Representatives of the farmers have ex- 
pressed the fear that when the hay-making 
season comes their crops may be destroyed and 
their mowing machines broken. 

In view of the burnings which have taken 
place during the past few days, members of 
the Farmers’ Union are suggesting that Cur- 
few should be imposed in order to lighten the 
difficult task of the military in patrolling the 
roads and protecting the community at large. 

The farmers say that there would be little 
trouble in arriving at an agreement if sume- 
one apart from the regular officials of the 
Transport Union could be taken into con- 
ference. Mr. Kelly, the farmers’ county secre- 
tary, states that on this point they are 
adamant 

In a journey through a considerable portion 
of East Waterford to-day I noticed great 
activitv among strike pickets, avery point of 
vantage being occupied by them. At one 
centre the presence of the picket was indi- 
cated by a small red flag, at the end of an 
ashplant, on a fence. This display of activity 
was probably due to the fact that con- 
voys from Portlaw and  Kilmeaden 
were visiting the city for the pur- 
pose of getting supplies. These, along with 
another convoy from Gaultier, were aceom- 
panied by a military guard on cycles, and 
excited a good deal of interest on their arrival. 
On the way in they came into contact with 
some loads of hay from farmers who had 
permits from the Strike Committees. 

THREATENING CONVOYS. 

When the convoys arrived in the city they 
were greeted with such threats as, “You 
won't get back,' but they were guarded by 
special infantry, and nothing untoward 
happened. 

Last night Mr. John A. Stephenson, a larze 
farmer and employer of laboir at Newtown 
House, Kilmeaden, had 15 dairy cows driven 
off their pasture and intoa field of oats. 
Subsequently one of the cows was found dead, 
with what appeared to be a bullet wound in 
the left eye. Considerable damage was done 
to gates and piers on another of his farms, 
and on yet another all the doors were 
wrenched off their hinges. 

Last night about 15 tons of hay and four 
tons of straw, the property of Mr. John Hally, 
Crowbally, were destroyed by fire. while on 
the prévions night a two-storey slated house 
on the out-farm of Mr, Walter Hally, at 
Carrigavantry, Tramore, was burned to the 
ground. 

On Monday, nine or ten men entered the 
house of Mr. Perceval Bolton, at Brook Lodge, 
near Waterford, and threatened his indoor 
servants. A domestic servant in the employ- 
ment of Mr. William Phelan, in the Fenner 
district, was taken away by strike pickets, 
leaving a woman of 90 years almvst alone. 

RED FLAG IN KILKENNY. 

Across, the river, in County Kilkenny, farm 
labourers on strike in the Kilmanagh district 
have definitely adopted the red flag as their 
symbol. This was taken down by members 
of the Special Infantry Corps. Meanwhile. 
they have threatened to join the strikers of 
East, Waterford and to “hold up”’ the port. 
Sacair labourers at Kilmacow are, I 
understand, contemplating a stoppage of work 
in sympathy with their East Waterford ool- 
leagues. It is reported that the -strikera in 
County Kilkenny have threatened to march 
towards Waterford and take out other men 
on the way.

BUSINESS.” 


The importance of developing trade within 
the Empire, in view of the chaotic conditions 
in foreign markets, was impressed upon the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce yesterday, by 
Mr. Cecil Litchfield, Permanent Secretary 
to the Northern Ministry of Commerce, at a 
luncheon given by the members iu the Ulster 
Hall, | ' 

Sir William. Coates, Bart., the President, 
said that they had hoped to entertain that 
day the Vancouver Trade Delegation, which 
at preseht was visiting the industrial centres 
of Great Britain, and also the distinguished 
President of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
Mr. Beatty, but both had been unable to be 
present. 

Efforts were being made to meet the lack 
ef hotel aecommoedation in Belfast, and at a 
meeting to be held next week it was hoped 
that a further advance would be made in the 
direction. ' 

Referring to the success of the luncheon 
meetings, which are held monthly, the Pres- 
dent said that Mr. Reginald McKenna had 
definitely promised to address the Chamber 
in October next, and Mr. Arthur Balfour, 
President of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, would come to the 
November meeting. 

POSITION REVIEWED. 

Mr. Litchfield reviewed the relation be- 
tween Governments and trade, and said that 
since 1620 the promotion of trade had been a 
definite seineiele of British policy. He dealt 
with the creation of the Commercial Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, and the desire 
of the Board of Trade to get into closer touch 
with the commercial community. The Diplo- 
matic and Consular Services, he said, were 
careiully reviewed ; commercial attachés were 
increased in number, and a commercial in- 
telligence department for the dissemination 
of information was created; while a few years 
ago Trade Commissioners were appointed in 
the Dominions. 

From this they would readily see the rea- 
son why the Northern Government set up a 
Ministry of Commerce, which was probabiy 
the most modern example of the machine of 
government in its relation to tfade and com- 
merce. The policy of assisting trade was also 
reflected in the general attitude of the Govern- 
ment, and particularly in the broad-minded 
epirit and practical way that the Minister of 
Finance looked at and dealt with ‘those 
matters. There was another side to 
the promotion of trade, whch was 
fundamental, and, indeed, transcended in im- 
portance everything else, and that was the. 
promotion of trade by the energy, individual 
enterprise and hard work of those engaged in 
it; that was the only principle upon which 
any Government could adopt the policy of 
ae trade, at any rate in the United 


Kingdom. 
NO INTERFERENCE. 

Once that was recognised, and there was 
real co-operation on that basis between Go- 
vernment and trade, there was no danger; but 
once there was any: deviation from that, and 
any attempt was made to interfere with or to 
control, or even to subsidise, private enter- 
prise, that delicate instrument, trade and com- 
merce, was bound to suffer untold harm. 

From 1900 onwards there was a marked de- 
velopment in trade in general, and Britain a 
exports as a whole increased enormously ; but 
so did those of other countries. In other 
words, the purchasing power of the world, 
and in particular of the British Empire, in- 
creased with great rapidity. Every market es 
it was developed created a new demand, and 
so far as Empire trade ‘was concerned Great 
Britain, in effect, increased her exports by 
105 per cent., but other countries increased 
their exports to the British colonies and fos- 
sessions in still greater proportion. 

Britishers were loosing their grip on the mar- 
kets of the Empire. the very markets that 
should be most readily accessible. 


A BETTER OUTLOOK. 

** Judging from trade figures and market 
conditions, 1 would say that things are look- 
ing up,” declared Mr. Litchfield. ‘“There is un- 
doubtedly a greater feeling of confidence, and a 
greater feeling of stability, and that test is 
supported by the figures that are available to 


me. 

Mr. Litchfield pointed out that, although 
the export trade now was greater than it 
was during the boom period which followed 
the armistice, there were more unemployed 
in the country than in 1920. The explanation 
seemed to be that production was no greater 
than in 1920, and that the home purchasing 
power had decreased. Before work could 
be provided for everybody who wanted it the 
pre-war figures of trade must be exceeded. 
There should be no limit to the efforts to 
secure fresh markets. It was true that pro- 
duction must exceed demand, but it was 
equally true, in the case of the United King- 
dom, that the demand hung upon the quality 
of the article produced, and, therefore, they 
should bring their wares before the world. 
The present was no time to wait for business, 
Rather should they travel every road that was 
likely to lead to a market,

At a special meeting of the Leitrim Coanty 
Council, held by commission, Mr. Patrick 
O’Siocfhradha, Commissioner, said that the 
1921-22 rate that was outstanding was 
£43,139. None of the 1922-23 rate had been 
collected, which amounted to £23,000. The 
Council owed the banks £35,000, and were 

aving interest on it of 4 and 5 pee cent. 

he County Home was owed for half a year 
£5,000 or £6,000, the Joint Asylum Committee 
at Sligo about £6,000, and the Cavan and 
Leitrim Railway, which they were legally and 
lawfully bound to pay, £7,000 or £38.000. 

Besides that, some of the “eg services 
were let go to the dogs for the past six: or 
eight or twelve months. There had not been 
a load of macadam placed on the roads in 
the county since last November, and they were 
a by-word and disgrace, a danger to ‘the 
travelling public, and a great hindrance to the 
trade and commerce of the county. All this 
had been brought about by what he considered 
a very foolish no-rent campaign, which had 
been carried on in Leitrim for several years. 

Whether this was caused by cussedness, or 
that people were led astray by false sophis- 
tries, or were lacking altogether in a sense of 
civic duty or responsibility, was a matter. of 
opinion ; but the fact remained that an extra- 
ordinary state of affairs had developed when 
people had to be maintained on private credit 
for six months in the County Home and 
hospitals. Public servants had not received 
salaries since last Christmas, and some for 
longer periods.

money In, : 
The fact remained that, one way or another, 
the money was not coming in, and the sum 
of £66;000 was in the pockets of the rate- 
payers instead of in the coffers of the 
Treasurer of the Council. If this state of 
things were allowed to continue, by September 
they would be faced with an ontstanding 
amount of rates totalling about £87,000. He 
had put the position straight before the 
county rate collectors recently, the matter had 
become public, and the situation was" well- 
known to the people of the county.

If the rate collectors 
did not succeed in getting in what was out of 
the rate mentioned, he should be obliged to
